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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 37-43, drawn to a method of making a hybrid Lycopersicon plant 
expressing flavonol in the peel and flesh of the fruit of said plant by crossing a wild 
Lycopersicon species that expresses CHI in the peel and that expresses genes of the 
flavonol biosynthetic pathway in the flesh with a L esculentum plant to produce said 
hybrid plant and hybrid plants produced thereof. 

Group II, claim(s) 44-53, drawn to any hybrid Lycopersicon plant, wherein flavonol 
content in the flesh of said plant is greater than 0.5 ug/mgdwt and seed and fruit thereof. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 

concept under PCT Rule 13. 1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The inventions are 

linked by the technical feature of flavonol content in tomato. However, this feature is not 

special because it does not constitute an advance over the prior art. Muir et al (Nature 

Biotechnology 19: 470-474, 2001) teach flavonol content in tomato (see, for example, 

page 472, 2 nd column, last paragraph where it teaches constitutive overexpression of 

the CHI gene resulted in elevated flavonol expression in tomato fruit peel). 

Conclusion

inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
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and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply:

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; * 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph.
